and 
dropping

peratures down to 43 below zero. 


After an unseasonably mild 
winter, some of the coldest 
weather in recent years moved 
in from the arctic and spread 


from the northern Rockies to 
the Great Lakes. 
Subzero readings invaded a 
vast 
area 
of 
the 
country's 
midsection 
from 
Idaho 
to 
Michigan 
and 
south 
to 
the 
Oklahoma 
Panhandle 
Cold 
wave warnings were up from 
Maine to northwest Florida, and 
freeze warnings were posted for 
Mississippi. Louisiana and south 
Texas. 
Two widespread power black­ 
outs hit the Chicago metropoli­ 
tan area, where the tempera- 


luie was expected to dip to 20 to 
25 below zero Friday night. 
A midday blackout, caused by 
a fire in a power substation, 
affected thousands of homes, 
hundreds of businesses, several 
hospitals and the Lincoln Park 
Zoo 
Earlier electrical power 
was knocked out to about 12,000 
homes in the northwest suburbs 
of the city. 
Residents 
of 
International 
Falls,

and

northern Minnesota cities flood­ 
ed service stations with appeals 


for help in starting automobiles. 
Temperatures hit an official 
42 below at International Falls 
(with a wind chill factor of 62 
below i.

WASHINGTON (UPI> - A n air 
traffic controllers union said Friday

West Germany after a meeting with 
President Nixon

spokesman

acknowledged an Eastern Airlines 
plane reported that a West German 
Air 
Force 
plane 
“ was 
at 
his 
altitude.” 
The official said the separation 
between the two planes “ was at 
least two miles.” But the official 
said 
the 
incident 
was 
being 
investigated, although no formal 
reports had been filed by either the 
pilot of the eastern jetliner or the 
German Air Force plane. 


According to Sturgill. Eastern 
flight 870 was at an altitude of 33.000 
feet and climbing when it came 
within 500 feet of the West German 
jetliner 
The incident occurred at 6:30 p.m. 
EST about 65 miles northeast of 
Jacksonville. Fla., Sturgil said

The wide implication of the names 
of John and Angelo Alessio, brothers 
and millionaire San Diego residents 
and directors of the Caliente Race 
Track in Tijuana; 
and Maurice

Club scandal in Beverly Hills and 
prominently identified as a Las 
Vegas promoter. John Alessio and 
Friedman are currently inmates in 
the local institution. Angelo Alessio 
was paroled in October of last year. 


That Camp Administrator Anthon 
Santiago and Parole and Probation 
Officer 
Roy 
Goddard 
are 
the

em p lo y e s 
c u rre n tly 
suspended 30 days without pay. 


The circumstances involving a 
third FCI camp employe, whether 
he will be charged or not.

It is apparent that the Bureau of 
Prisons is doing everything under its 
power despite the many pressures to 
preserve the bureaucratic process 
involved 
in such

administrative proceedings. 
“ There is a statement of charges 
against the two employes which 
must remain confidential until the 
process is complete . . 
the names 
of the parties involved, both inmate 
and employee, cannot be officially 
released . . . proposed adverse 
action . . . proposed separation . . . 
procedures are lengthy and quite 
technical.. . possible Federal Court 
proceedings . . . fair and impartial 
hearings ” 
This is the language employed in

Meanwhile, the story grows. 
Mayor Sam Yorty, running for the 
Democratic nominee for President 
in the New Hampshire primaries.

answer to a news media question

Mayor Yorty described John Alessio 
as a good friend and stated that he 
spent 15 minutes visiting the inmate 
following an appearance in Santa 
Barbara. 
The confirmation of Yorty’s visit 
confirms 
rumors 
heard 
in

community for weeks, not only of 
Yorty’s visit but of other high 
officials including a congressman, a 
m u lti-m illio n a ire 
San 
Diego 
financier and a high Catholic church 
dignitary. 
Through Lompoc attorney Gary 
Dunlap, both Goddard and Santiago 
have denied any wrong doing in the 
general 
charges 
that 
involved 
“ unauthorized trips away from the 
c a m p ” 
by 
inm ates. 
Dunlap 
reportedly admitted that the Alessio 
brothers did meet with their family 
in Solvang following the Caliente 
race track fire last year. However, 
he claims that the Alessios were

privileges as other inmates who 
were allowed to take trips from the 
camp. 
Reportedly, 
Bureau 
of

rules do not allow such trips to be 
taken by any inmate listed by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation as 
underworld connected Whether or 
not the Alessios or Friedman are on 
such a list cannot be confirmed.

Prices make biggest jump in 10 months 


WASHINGTON

- R e ­ 
flecting pressures pent up by the 
wage-price freeze, wholesale prices 
recorded their steepest climb in 10 
months 
in 
December. 
But 
the 
administration said the rise was 
inevitable, less than expected and 
thus a hopeful sign 
Even though the increase of 0 8 
per cent in wholesale prices meant 
higher pricetags for the nation’s 
shoppers in the months ahead, “ the 
news, it seems to me, is how small 
the rise is,” Dr. Herbert Stein told a 
news conference 
He is the new 


chairman 
of 
President 
Nixons 
Council of Economic Advisers. 
The December increase was eight 
times larger than that of November, 
when the 90-day freeze ended and 
the 
second 
stage 
of 
Nixon's 
economic 
stabilization 
program 
began 
with 
its 
more 
flexible 
economic controls. 
Stein also denied that he was an 
advocate 
of 
a 
quick 
cutoff 
of 
economic controls. 
Controls, he said, will continue 
until prices and wages rise by less 
than the guideline ceilings set by the 


Price Commission and 
the Pay 
Board 
The two agencies hope to 
lower the rate of inflation to 2 to 3 
per cent by the end of this year 
Stein said the significance of the 
closely 
watched wholesale price 
index was that over the past four 
months, wholesale prices rose at an 
annual 
rate 
of 
1.5 
per 
cent 
—compared to an annual rate of 5 
per cent for the eight months which 
preceded 
Nixon's 
new economic 
program 
He said wholesale prices could be 
expected 
to 
reflect additional 


“ bulge” for the next month or two 
before stabilizing

of 
wholesale prices last month as a 
most 
heartening 
indication 
of 
significant progress in our battle 
against inflation,” Stein said.

For that period. Coach Tom Landry has produced 
victories at a rate of 77 per cent That’s exactly the 
percentage of the late Vince Lombardi in his hallowed 
eight-year tenure with the Green Bay Flackers. 


“ Facts,” lyricized the old Scot. Robert Burns, “ are 
chiels that winna ding, an’ downa be disputed” 


Landry, who comes from the Rio Grande border coun­ 
try of southernmost Texas, couldn’t distinguish the High­ 
land burr from a Cockney slur but appreciates the poetic 
support. 


Fie and the Cowbovs are striving mightily to overcome 
the dogma that Dalias doesn’t, quote, win the big ones, 
unquote. 


The impending joust with the miracle kids from Miami 
to settle the supremacy of pro football (and collect the 
winners’ dividends of $15,000 a man) should erase that 
misimpression Which means I’m putting it on the line, 
right here, that the Dallas Cowboys will win Super Bowl 
VL perhaps by a score of XXIV to X III 


The Cowboys are picked precisely because they are 
a great team at the peak of success few others have 
managed. They have won six straight division titles and 
two conference titles. True, they have not reigned su­ 
preme. 


They lost one NFL championship game (to Green Bay 
in 1966) when Dandy Don Meredith was hemmed in two 
yards from a tieing touchdown. 


They lost another NFL title (to Green Bay in ’67) when 
Jethro Pugh couldn’t get the footing to stop a quarter­ 
back sneak on a field frozen by minus-13 degree tempera­ 
ture. 


And they fumbled away what has become known as the 
Stupor Bowl just a year ago, to Baltimore. 


All three games were decided as the clock ran out 


That kind of luck usually is delegated to the Italian 
army. 


The Cowboys have come up with the one factor this 
year that has made them more omnipotent than ever 
and sublimated the fickle finger of fate. They have a 
field general, an ex-Navy skipper named Roger Stau- 
bach, who adds excitement and emotion to their attack 


They also have a great defensive unit (five of them 
have been all-pros). And they have Landry, whose im­ 
pact on modern professional football is still not fully 
appreciated. He revolutionized defense when he intro­ 
duced the system of disciplined keys and refined the 
basic 4-3-4 alignment.
